SEVEN YEARS 


Banker Says Canada’s Re- 
venue $5,000,000,000 
For Past Year 


TORONTO, Nov. 18.—So strong 
has the tide of recovery run in 
the last year that Canada's na- 
tional income of approximately 
$5,000,000,000 was the largest in 
the last seven years, the annual 
meeting of the Canadian Bankers’ 
Association was told today by its 
retiring president, 5. H. Logan, 
president of the Canadian Bank 
ef Commerce. 

S. G. Dobson, general manager of 
the Royal Bank of Canada, was 
elected to the presidency of the 
association, Native of Sydney, N.S., | 
the new president is 54 years old. 
His entire business life has been de- , 
voted to banking. | 
RECOVERY YEAR 


The 12-month period whic’, ended | 
in September was called the “fourth | 
year of recovery” by Mr. Logan who | 
said the rate of economic advance 
was greater than that of any year | 
in the last decade except 1934. Only 
in Saskatchewan and Alberta, | 
where crop failures were unprece- 
dented in extent, were factors un- 
favorable. 

Reference was made to recent Al- 
berta legislation, disallowed by the 
Dominion government, which 
would have licensed bankers in 
Alberta. Mr. Logan said: 

“In the early part of this year | 
the Alberta legislature passed sev- 
eral acts providing for the licens- 
ing of banks and bankers and for 
the establishment of loca] director- 
ates, These acts were disallowed 
by the Dominion government.

“The legislative assembly at a} 
further session this fall passed new | 
acts somewhat similar in tenor and

“The local authority might be re- 
lieved of some of the annoyance 
attached to relief administration as 
well as some of its effects on local 
politics. 
| UNWISE TO SURRENDER 

“Your executive feel, however, 
that for the municipalities to sur- 
render the control which they now 
exercise over expenditure to any- 
body not directly answerable to the 
taxpayer would be most unwise.

THE NEXT ITEM 

The plans are to complete the Jasper-Banf? 
highway in the summer of 1939, but Ottawa is 
being urged to speed up operations and finish 
the road next year. Since the highway lies 
entirely within the national parks, the whole 
expense is borne by the Dominion and decision 
as to the rate of construction rests with the 
federal Government. 

It is to be hoped the proposal to complete the 
highway next summer can be realized, for two 
reasons. The sooner it is finished, the sooner 
will Jasper—and incidentally Edmonton—begin 
to derive benefits from the new stream of tourist 
traffic, some of which will pass through this 
city going or coming. 

There is the added consideration that the 
sooner the Dominion gets this project completed 
the sooner it may be possible to enlist its active 
interest in the construction of a westward outlet 
from Jasper park to connect with the highway 
system in British Columbia, and thus open a 
through route to Vancouver from Edmonton and 
all points east. 


Dominion expenditure on highways in this 
part of the country has to be governed by con- 
sideration of the needs and demands elsewhere. 
While money was being spent in large amounts 
on the Jasper-Banff highway it has not been 
possible to get action toward the opening up of 
this route west from Jasper: in part no doubt 
because of the project already in hand. With 
its completion and the stoppage of outlay there, 
the prospect of getting federal help to link up 
Jasper with the B.C. highways should be much 
improved. 


Those who are interested in the opening up of 
the direct Edmonton-Vancouver route would do 
well to urge that this be made the next item on 
the Dominion’s program for making Jasper park 
accessible to motor traffic.

WAR FOR POWER ONLY 

The fight between Russia and Japan which 
General Araki talks about will be, if it occurs, 
not really a conflict of ideas at all It will bea 
clash of autocratic, authoritarian governments, 
front which freedom ana democracy have noth- 
ing to gain unless they destroy each other.

ECONOMIC SANITY 

Professor Frank Knox of Queen's University, 
one of the last witnesses to be heard by the Tur- 
geon Commission on grain marketing, is con- 
vineced that the world demand for wheat will 
revive and that the non-European countries will 
again come into the picture to supply the de- 
mand. This should interest Canada, Argentina, 
Australia, perhaps the United States. 

Professor Knox bases his optimistic predic- 
tion on an assumption that economic stability 
will return. The return of economic stability 
depends upon a number of things, but chiefly 
upon a return of political stability, If the dic- 
tators could only be prevented from rocking the 
boat or starting little incendiary fires here and 
there the outlook would be brighter. It is not to 
be thought that the dictators want to start a 
world-wide conflagration or bury the world in 
the sea. They merely want to keep up the ex- 
citement, that they may gain from it. But the 
excitement keeps the business world in a state of 
jitters, and that reacts on the political world. 


If the dictators would only efface themselves 
and their ambitions, there could be a return to 
normal living. There would be smaller incentive 
for nations to make sacrifices so that they would 
be self-sufficient. The tariff walls could come 
down and trading could be resumed. Inter- 
national lending and international investment 
could begin again. Currencies could be stabil- 
ized on a permanent basis. 

The farmers of the wheat-producing nations 
might well pray for a return to economic sanity 
of this order; and not the farmers only, for pro- 
ducers of all sorts, merchants, financiers—even 
consumers—would all benefit.—Vancouver 
Province. 


DISUNITED DEMOCRACY 

The future historian of these dolorous years, 
and of the issues to which they bore the world, 
will see with clearness that the cause of the 
disasters they will have to record was the col- 
lapse of the post-war conception of a League of 
Nations pledged to forego war as an agency of 
policy and equally pledged to defend with their 
collective power any member of nations attacked 
by a country bent on aggression.

CITIES IN DEBT 

The Citizens’ Research Institute, which de- 
votes itself to the study of taxation and Govern- 
ment finance, has issued a pamphlet setting 
forth a comparative statement of the debt of a 
number of Canada’s larger cities for the year 
1936. Being issued at a time when municipal 
elections are being held or are approaching 
1ere, the statistics are of more than usual 
t as enabling taxpayers, everywhere to 
make some comparison of their own affairs with 
those of other cities.

No absolute comparison can be made in the 
matter of debt without taking into account cer- 
tain details such as ownership of utilities which 
pay their way and the nature of the debentures. 
For example a city which issues chiefly serial or’ 
installment debentures, which provide for pay- 
ment of part of the principal annually, will 
naturally have a small sinking fund on hand 

But in general the comparison throws light on 
the whole municipal situation.

Most people think of the heart as the chief 
organ at work in keeping up the circulation 
through the blood vessels. While the heart has 
an important work, it is aided to some extent by 
the muscles. Whenever muscles are actively 
at work, they exert a squeezing effect which 
pushes the blood through them faster and thus 
speeds up the circulation. In many ways the 
muscles deserve to be called “a second heart.” 


Furthermore, with vigorous activity, the lung 
action is increased through deeper breathing and 
this improves the hepatic circulation or circula- 
tion of the liver. 


Some of the common conditions affecting the 
blood circulation are hardening of the arteries, 
high blood pressure and defective circulation 
In those with poor circulation, the main diffi- 
culty is that the blood flow is sluggish and lazy. 


Several methods may be used in, influencing 
the blood flow. For example, exposure of the 
skin to the ultra violet rays of sunlight will stim- 
ulate the flow of blood to the skin. Or, the ultra 
violet ray generator may be used for the same 
purpose. 

The circulation may also be changed by the 
use of various kinds of baths. Cold showers, 
cold sponge baths, or cold tub baths will speed 
up the circulation of blood immediately below 
the skin, as shown by the reddening of the sur- 
face. Hot baths tend to attract the blood to the 
skin and then to drive it inwardly. The princi- 
pal effects following the use of hydrotherapy, 
or water treatment, are these effects upon the 
blood vessels. 


When there is an infection of the arm or leg 
which must be treated as an emergency at home, 
it is usually advisable to use the contrast bath, 
placing the limb in hot water for about 10 min- 
utes and then in cold for possibly one minute, 
alternating in this way for some time. Tempor- 
arily this will bring the circulation back to nor- 
mal, or cause it to be even more active than 
normal. 

The patient with valvular heart disease is 
often helped by using both heat and cold. For 
example, while an ice bag is placed over the 
heart, heat may be applied either over the liver, 
over the abdomen, to the feet or to the spine. The 
hot applications are used only long enough to 
redden the skin. Or, in an effort to get the 
blood to flowing more rapidly toward the feet, 
the alternate hot and cold foot bath may be used 
for about ten to fifteen minutes. The main thing 
is to wake up the lazy blood vessels, and to get 
them to do more of the work, thus helping out 
the heart. 

I sometimes recommend the salt glow or salt 
rub and this is another good blood vessel tonic. 
It sends the blood bounding to the skin all over 
the body, and the patient reaps the benefit. How- 
ever, it should be used only once in a while, 
especially if the skin is delicate. 

Remember these different treatments \hen 
you wish to stir up the circulation and also re- 
member that vigorous exercise will do much to 
make the blood move faster. As you exercise, 
think of all the good you are doing to the 
thousands of miles of capillaries within the body. 
Think that it has been estimated you have 
enough of them to go around the world almost 
four times, and then think how much goud that 
exercise is going to do you right at that time, by 
bringing a better flow of blood through at least 
some of those capillaries. 

When the blood vessels are lazy and sluggish, 
use baths, use friction rubs with a coarse towel, 
and use exercise and get the blood to flow better. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—C. T. S. asks: “I would like your 
Opinion about two things that affect me. One is 
Static electricity (?). I don’t know that it hurts 
me in any way. I have never been robust and 
strong, and I am affected more when I feel tired 
or ailing. In handling woolen goods in the dark 
it sparkles, and after rubbing my hands on a 
piece of paper I tore it in two and a ripple of 
light ran just ahead of the tear—like when a 
boat cuts the water. When a friend placed her 
hand on my back she remarked that she felt a 
slight shock. We were standing in a wet marshy 
place at the time. Are many people affected 
this way, and does it come from ‘temperament,’ 
‘nerves’ or what? And is it a condition which 
drains on the health, rather than promotes 
strength?” 

ANSWER: What you felt is probably static 
electricity which is often generated by your 
shoes as you walk across the carpet. This will 
also occur from rubbing silk, woolen or other 
electro-positive substances. Some people are 
very sensitive to electricity and notice it in even 
small amounts and this is probably your con- 
dition, although static electricity may be pro- 
duced by anyone under the right conditions. 

QUESTION—A. G. writes: “Is hardtack made 
from whole rye, yeast and water, baked through, 
a good bread to eat instead of toast?” 

ANSWER: If the hardtack is used in place 
of toast it should be thoroughly dextrinized 
Otherwise it must be considered a starchy food 
and of course as such can be used in the diet

Ottawa-McMaster Speak- 
ers Win Unanimous De- 
cision Wednesday 


Debating on the resolution, 
“Resolved that moral progress de- 
pends more largely on the re- 
formation of the individual than 
on the reconstruction of society,” 
the Ottawa-McMaster debaters, 


supporting the affirmative, took a 
unanimous decision over the | 
University of Alberta team, de- | 
hating at Convocation Hall Wed- 
Nesday evening. } 
Norman Dabbs, of McMasters 
University and leader of the Sel 
ative, evolved his argument around 
the fact that standards and ide?ls 
of morality depend on the indiv- 
idual, and every moral institution, | 
at some time in the past, has had 
one person as its fountain head of 
philosophy, Moral institutions are 
built around the ideals of men, and 
not men from the ideals of institu- 
tions, 


THREE KINDS OF MORALS 

Leader of the negative, David 
Stansfield argued that there were 
three kinds of morals, that of ab- 
solute morality, that which varies 
with the individual, and that which 
varies with society. He reasoned 
that if one of the variables was 
elevated to a plane nearer the ab- 
solute it would drag along with it 
the other variable. In his argu-| 
ment, he insisted that the effort! 
put forth in raising the level of the! 
individual was far in excess of the! 
results attained, and, as has been 
demonstrated in the Scandinavian 
countries, the effective elevation of 
social institutions has raised the 
moral standing of the people. 

He also believed that the major 
institution for reformation of mor- 
ality, the church, has failed in this 
function. 

“The family and education, as in- 
stitutions, are forces for the forma- 
tion and not the reformation of the 
individual,” he stated. He explained 
that education must go hand in 
hand with the reformation of the 
individual. 

CHURCH GREATEST FORCE } 

The speaker for the af-| 
firmative, Gerard Gobeille, of the | 
University of Ottawa, insisted that! 


the church is the greatest force for | 
moral reformation in the world to- 
day, | 

Mr. Gobeille reasoned that 
reformation started with the in- | 
dividual and not socia? institutions, | 
for governments for the last 100 
years have been attempting to leg- 
slate social reform but have failed | 
n their attempts. “If you haven't | 
got the real conception of morality, | 
no law can bind,” he stated. The 
moral of any society is not better | 
than of those that constitute the 
society. | 

Hugh John Macdonald, the second 
speaker of the negative based his 
argument on the fact that with the 
nstitution of the modern capitalistic 
economic order, individualism gave 
war to collective and organized 
yperation, and that if one was to 
etfectively reform the individual, he 
must reform the organized institu- | 
tions. 


REPLIED IN REBUTTAL 

To this Mr. Gobielle replied in re- 
buttal that the organized institu- 
tions could be reforined if the per- 
on at the head of it was, thus 
proving the case that moral pro- 
gress depends more largely on the 
reformation of the individual.
